Wherefore take not heaui- 
Jy this croſſe, this fatherly correction of 
his ; bur rather imbracing it willingly, 
giuehimpraile hartily, referring thy ſelſ 
vnto his will louingly, patiently & faith- 
fully. For it is a manifeſt token that thy 
correction is euen of Gods meere loue, 
(tendring thy ſaluation) when thou takeſt 
it with patience, Deſpaire not therfore in 
this ficknes of thine, neither thinke that 
God intendeth any thing thereby, but thy 
profit, he amendment of thy life, whereby 
commeth his loue, and thereby he ſaueth 
all that beleeue in him. Be faithfull chere- 
fore, call vpon him in the day of thy viſita- 
tion,and he will heare thee, pray to him, 
and he will heale thee, if it be for thy be- 
nefir : and therfore muſt thou referre thy 
ſelfe to his pronidence ; whoſs care ouer 
his ſoruants is ſuch, as he neuer ſuffereth

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wandring abroad, and following the vani- 
ties of this wretched world, wherin is no- 


ching but vanity and affliction of ſpirit, 


labours, cares, troubles, enmities, debates, 
and daily ſubiection to many caſualties. 
What is this life > but ſhort and euill? All 
fleſhmuſt die; God hath fo decreed it. Man 
is altogether vanity; his life a vapour, a 
bubble of water, hee paſſeth as a ſhaddow, 
liue he neuer ſo long. Prepare thy ſelfe 
therefore to die, that death take thee not 
ynawares : make thee fit for the Lords 
comming; that is, caſt away the loue of 
worldly and tranſitory things, and be rea- 


dy to leave the world it ſelfe, and ſettle all 


thine hart vpon the wor ld to come: wher - 
in there ſhall be no ſicknes, but continuall 
health, no deathbut life erernall, no ſor- 
row but ioies without end: a place, that all 
the ſicknes, all he puniſhments, the croſ- 
ſes, and calamities that can be here ſuſtai- 


ned: eannot deſerue; neither are all plea- 
fures of che world comparable to one mo- 
ment of the celeſtiall ioyes, and therefore 
theſe willingly to bee left, and the other 
earneſtly to bee deſired. This is the place 
that is prepared for the elect of God. be- 
ing full of ſuch ioyes as the eye hath not 
ſeene, che care hath not heard, neither 
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chem to periſh,bur by ſickneſſe, and other 
gentle warnings, calleth them home from
